Leavell  has  been  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Joung  people’s  work  for  spjveral 
years,  he  was  pt-es^nted  with  1500.00  and!  told 
to  buy  a  paid  usi  policy  in  the  ministers  annuity 
board;  which  he  did.  He  had  reoently  resigned 
his  work  i^  Georgia  to  accept  the  work'  as  sec- 
retary  for  the  Interboard  Commission  locking 
after  Baptist  students.  This  was  a  beautiful  and 
useful  testimony  Of  their  affection  and  at  very 
thoughtful ;  way  |ot  showing  it. 

Other  hpnot's  have  come  to  our  former!  sec¬ 
retary  and  he  is  equal  to  them.  Dr.  J.  B.  Law¬ 
rence  has  been  elected  to  the  presidency  of  Ok¬ 
lahoma  Baptist  University.

Baptist  College  Students  will  begin  in  Septem 
her  the  publication  of  a  monthly  magazine  in 
the  Interest  of  young  men  and  young  wombn  in 
school.  It  will  have  departments  embodying  the 
various  activities,  will  be  published  during  only 
nine  months  and  will  he  gotten  out  by  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board.

We  do  not  know 
what  his  determination  is,  but  we  do  not  know 
or  any  man  who  would  do  the  work  more  sym¬ 
pathetically  nor  endeavor  to  make  his  visit 
count  for  more  profit  to  the  people  and  the 
cause  of  missions.  Brother  Quissenberry'  has 
made  similar  visits  (p  China  and  to  Brazil.  ! 

One  of  the  ntost  significant  moves  olj  the 
Conservation  Commission  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  was  to  start  people  to  thinking 
about  what  will  he  done  when  this  Campaign  is 
over.  The  next  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Qon  vent  ion  will  be  asked  to  appoint  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  study  the  situation  for  a  year  and  re¬ 
port  at  the  1924  Convention  a  plan  of  how  the 
work  shall  be  dons  In  the  near  future  together 


with  a  survey  of  the  needs.  This  committee  will 
consist  according  io  the  request,  of  the  officer# 
of  the  Convention.  She  generel  secretaries,  thp 
W.  M.  U.  officers  end  state  secretaries,  the  s4i> 
tore,  a  college  president  from  each  state,  sis# 
orphanage  superintendents,  hospital  eaperlnten* 
dents,  two  laymen  from  each  slate,  two  pastor# 
from  each  state,  presidents  of  sotrthwlde  schools 
and  four  members  from  ths  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia. 

A  deal  has  been  said  about  (he  hospital  that  IS 
to  be  established  under  ths  direction  of  tbs  Home 
Board  in  New  Orleans  What  the  Convention  did 
was  to  Instruct  the  Homs  Board  to  establish  there 
a  first  class  general  and  research  hosplta.  and  tt> 
see  to  It  that  work  on  this  was  to  begin  not  latef 
than  two  years  after  the  site  had  been  transferred 
to  the  Board  by  the  citizens  of  New  Orleans.  We 
note  that  some  of  our  exchanges  are  contemplate 
Ing  the  undoing  of  this  action  at  the  nest  Cotiveiv 
tion.  We  did  not  favor  tbs  original  proposition 
to  establish  this  hospital.  We  yet  think  that 
It  was  not  the  wisest  use  to  he  made  of  ths  money# 
But  ths  Convention's  action  in  Washington  settled 
the  matter  so  far  as  our  moral  obligation  la  con¬ 
cerned"  ;

Studying  a  of  sin  as  It  appears  In  the 

experiences  of  BU§*  characters  Is  most  profitable 
and  lllumlnatlnc>B  Dr.  B.  H.  Carroll  tells  us 
that  one  line  of  £|s  preparation  for  his  revival 
meeting  seasons ‘vis  invariably  a  fresh  study  ol 
the  cases  of  conation  of  sin  as  found  In  the 
Blbble.  He  did  tgy  In  order  to  bring  conviction 
Jo  others.  A  surHy  of  the  experiences  of  men 
as  they  bebcame  Sirascious  of  sin  discloses  two 
types  of  sln-confilousness — the  superficial  and 
the  genuine.  ThftKi)  things  may  be.' noted  in  all 
tljese  cases:  1.  wjat  the  sin  was.'  2.  How  long 
after  the  sin  befoi^convlctlon  came.  3.  The  means 
employed  to  prodwie  conviction. 

Consider,  first,  jjpme  tplcal  cases  of  a  super¬ 
ficial  consclousne^of  sin.  Only  a  few  will  suf¬ 
fice  for  the  preMjl  purpose.  Examine  the  con¬ 
fession  of  the  Plgjaoh  of  Egypt  of  the.  Exodus  ■ 
fame.  He  sent  f®i  Moses  and  Aaron  and  con¬ 
fessed  his  sin,  saXag,  "I  yhave  sinned  this  time: 
Jehovah  is  rlghtals'  and  I  and  my  people  are 
wicked"  (Ex.  9:2jJ  He  even  confesses  to  have 
sinned  against  f\j|*>vah  your  God"  (Ex.  10:16).

The  confession  wai -^prompted  by  a  very  superficial 
kense  of  sin.  Pb^Buh  was  guilty  of  stubborn  re¬ 
fusal  to  let  Israel  ei  at  Jehovah's  command.  When 
Jehovah’s  orders  jj§ere  presented  to  the  proud 
monarch  by  Mose^jtnd  Aaron,  he  contemptously 
asked.  “Who  is  jMovah,  that  I  should  hearken 
unto  his  voice  to  In  Israel  go?  1  know  not  Jeho¬ 
vah,  and  morever  will  not  let  Israel  go"(  Ex. 
5:2).  This-  verse  jaclares  the  heart  of  his  great 
sin.  The  means  qfgjd  to  arouse  him  was  a  series 
of  miraculous  Judgments.  Six  had  already  fal¬ 
len.  The  seventh  ppme1  In  the  form  of  thunder, 
hall  and  fire  killnj  both  man  and  beast,  and 
destroying  herbs  and  trees  Pharaoh  got  ex¬ 
cited  and  momenwy  fear  forced  his  confession 
of  sin.  That  his  tH  of  stubborn  rebellion  against 
God  was  in  no  Mnsc  real  and  his  contession 
simply  from  the  tfjs  is  evidenced  In  his  attitude 
toward  God  afterjthe  storm  had  ceased.  "And 
when  Pharaoh  sat*  that  the  rain  and  the  hail 
and,  the  thunders  «|re  ceased,  he  sinned  yet  more 
and  more,  and  hCgened  Ills  heart”  (Ex.-  9:34). 
Why  not  fail  backjttto  the  old  rut?  The  danger  Is 
right  in  deslgnatl&|  this  as  the  confession  of  the 
“hardened  slnner.jcfdany  a  hardened  fclnner,  face 
to  face  with  greiMdanger,  has  fallen  upon  his 
knees  and  confesstj  his  sin,  but  when  the  dang¬ 
er  had  passed  tfaeTpenitence  ceases.  The  peni¬ 
tence  wrought  byjpie  storm  ends  with  thu  dom¬ 
ing  of  the  calm.  fj 

King  Saul  is  pother  whose  confession  rep¬ 
resents  only  a  superficial  sense  of  sin.  The  en¬ 
tire  incident  is  farpd  in  the  fifteenth  chapter  of 
1  Samuel.  The  confession  Is  verse  2k — “And  Saul 
said  unto  Samuel* I  have  sinned:  for  I  have 
transgressed  the  Commandment  of  Jehovah”. 
This  would  )|>e  a  ijbbble  confession,  if  from  the 
heart  of  a  sincergfjjhan.  What  was  the  sin?  A 
stubborn  refusal  tr  jearry  out  God’s  positive  com¬ 
mand.  Jehovah  |jd  commanded  Saul  through 
Samuel  to  “go  a|ll  smite  Amalek,  and  utterly 
destroy  alh  they  l|]ve,  and  spare  them  not;  but 
slay  both  man  auj*  woman.  Infant  and  suckling.

In  none  of  the  cases  considered  dp  be  find  any  ! 
adequate  sense  of  sin  as  a  violation  'off  the  tJill  of  I 
the  Holy  God.  Sin  was  confessed)  aft  a  clatter 
of  expediency  to  extricate  the  sinnei<  ffom  ajem-  j 
barrassing  situation,  or  to  muffle  die  (voice  If  an 
accusing  conscience. 

The  second  type  of  sln-consciouskets  Inj  the  t 
Scriptures  is  to  be  found  in  persons  ,*wbo  male  no  I 
effort  to  explain  sin  away,  nor  to  IhUore  in  nor  j 
to  escape  its  consequences  through  <a‘ superficial  j 
confession;  but  who  became  stirred;  to  Ihelr  I 
depths  as  they  thought  of  their  sin  in! relation  to  j 
God.  Keep  in  mind  particularly  tjiei  natuje  of  j 
ibe  sin.  'he  means  use  1  to  produce  cdhtictlorj  and 
the  genuineness  of  conviction.  Onlji  a  few  eases  j 
can  be  examined..

Tlere  i 
was  no  side-stepping  on  the  part  of  {he  king.;  He 
faced  his  sin,  repented  of  it  and  conflMeed  It,  [not  i 
only  to  the  prophet,  but  to  God.  Were  David’s  i 


conviction  and  penitence  genuine?  Let  him 
answer:  "Against  Thee,  thee  only,  have  I  sinned, 
and  done  this  evil  In  thy  sight,"  (Ps.  51:4  )  At 
first  he  refused  to  make  a  clean  breast  of  his  sin 
to  God:  "When  I  kept  silence,  my  bones  wasted 
away  through  my  grieving  all  Ole  day  long."  (ps. 
32:3.)  Then  the  fountains  w«re  broken  up,  fol¬ 
lowing  his  turning  and  confession:  “I  acknow¬ 
ledged  my  sin  unto  thee;  and  mine  Iniquity  did 
1  not  hide;  I  said  I  will  confess  my  transgressions 
unto  Jehovah;  and  thou  forgavest  the  iniquity 
of  my  sin,"  (Psalms  32:6)Jmje  fact  that  God 
forgave  these  black  sins  evidebces  the  depth  of 
David  s  conviction  and  the  genuineness  of  his 
penitence. 

The  book  of  Jonah  brings  before  us  another  il¬ 
lustration  of  a  marked  sense  if  sin  and  genuine 
penitence.  The  record  points  out  no  particular 
sin  of  which  the  Ninevites  yfpre  guilty.  Their 
way  is  referred  to  as  an  "evR  [Way."  From  out¬ 
side  historical  sources,  ancient  i  Nineveh  was  re¬ 
puted  to  be  a  cess-pool  of  moral  rottenness.  Jon¬ 
ah  was  ordered  of  God  to  go!  to  the  great  city 
and  preach  unto  It  the  preaching  that  I  bid  thee." 
The  heart  of  the  preaching  Was  retribution  In 
the  overthrow  of  the  city.  Thq  message  was  not. 
as  in  the  case  of  Nathan  to  Dayld,  a  personal  in¬ 
terview,  but  a  proclamation  of  divine  Judgment 
to  the  surging  crowd  that  fill«[|  the  streets.  The 
prophet’s  cries  rang  up  and  dgin  the  thorough¬ 
fares.  “Yet  forty  days  and  NineiVah  shall  be  over¬ 
thrown." 


Tho  effect  of  the  preaching  cj(|  Jonah  was  mar¬ 
velous.  The  sln-eodden  inhabitants  "believed 
God.”  The  message  of  Jonah  ^ame  to  the  ears 
of  the  king  of  that  city;  a  fallt  was  proclaimed 
and  all.  great  and  small,  put  ob  sack  cloth  and 
humbled  themselves  before  God.  The  king  called 
upon  his  people  to  turn  from  tiiqir  evil  way  and 
cry  mightily  unto  God.  "Who  kjloweth.’’  he  said, 
"whether  Qod  will  not  turn  awgg  from  his  fierce 
anger,  that  we  perish  not?"  lifajs  their  sense  of 
sin  pungent?  Was  their  rep^tance  genuine? 
Let  the  inspired  record  answefi  "And  God  saw 
their  works,  that  they  turnedj'ifrom  their  evil 
way;  and  God  repented  of  the)  evil  which  He 
said  He  would  do  unto  them,  aibi  He  did  It  not." 
Pne  of  the  unvarying  condltioiig  on  which  God 
pardons  Iniquity  is  genuine  repentance  U  was 
so  in  this  case. 

Only  one  other  case  of  sin-consciousness  will  be 
considered,  that  found  In  the  obbond  chapter  of 
(he  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  Luke  sets  before  his 
readers  three  thousand  persons.)  convicted  of  sin 
and  deeply  penitent.  The  sin  with  which  they 
were  charged  was  rejection  and  crucifixion  of  the 
Son  of  God.  The  means  which  [Qod  used  In  this 
case  to  bring  conviction  was  the)  public  proclama¬ 
tion  of  the  divine  message  by  tile  apostle  Peter. 
His  theme  was,  "Jesus  Is  the  iQhrist,”  a  great 
message,  though  simple  in  the  presentation.  The 
evidence  which  Peter  offered  [to  convince  his 
hearers  that  Jesus  Is  the  Christ  was  three-fold; 
God’s  approval  of  him  In  his  works,  his  resurrec¬ 
tion  from  the  dead;  the  outpour  tig  of  the  Spirit. 
The  argument  does  not  move  along  the  line  of 
least  resistance.  It  has  teeth  in  It.  The  sharp¬ 
est  jag  is  that  which  charges  ils  hearers,  face 
to  face,  with  the  crime  and  si  c!  of  slaying  the 
Christ.  Never  was  the  gospel  more  effective  In 
bringing  conviction  and  repentan  A.  It  was  mar¬ 
velous.  Thousands  were  pricker!  td  the  depths, 
and  cried  out,  "Brethren,  what  shall  we  do?” 
since  It  is  clear  that  we  have  crucified  the  Christ 
of  God?  Three  thousand  evidenced  the  genuine¬ 
ness  of  their  spnse  of  sin  and  i  epentance  In  re¬ 
ceiving  Peter’s  word.  In  followirg  Christ  in  bap¬ 
tism,  in  bringing  forth  fruit  worlhy  of  repentance 
and  in  vindicating  the  regenerate  life  in  daily 
conduct. 

The  cases  considered,  by  noj  means,  exhaust 
the  biblical  illustrations  of  how ;  sin  appeared  in 
the  experiences  of  individuals;  l|ut  they  are  suf¬ 
ficient  to  show  clearly  twD  distinct  types  of  sin- 
consciousness— that  which  is  Superficial,  that 
which  is  real.  These  cases  further  Illustrate  the 
means  employed  by  the  Holy  Ghost  In  producing 
conviction  and  repentance.  Three  factors  are 


Three 


Perfectly  evident:  X.  God’s  truth.  Iu  every  case 
god's  ftiuth  is  fundamental.  Moral  beings  are 
not  likW  to  be  convinced  of  sin  apart  from  God’s 
truth,  fit  God’s  man.  The  importance  of  this 
lactor  should  not  be  overlooked.  In  almost  everv 
case  of!  conviction,  God’s  man  stands  as  the  med¬ 
ium  of  fapmmunlcating  the  truth.  3.  The  message 
heeHmef  extremely  personal.  In  every  case  there 
was  nil  vague  generalizing  of  the  truth.  From 
various  jangles  came  the  deliverance,  "Thou  art 
the  niakj”  In  The  interview  with  the  individual, 
the  trahgressor  always  felt  that  he  is  ’’talking  to 
me."  jt  the  message  was  addressed  to  the 
throng*,  each  felt  the  message  cutting  and  burn¬ 
ing  list  tray  to  the  heart.  Happy  the  man  who 
ran  so  Speak  God's  message  as  to  make  it  personal. 


on  an  average  33  per  cent  of  the  60  per  cent  d|ie 
on  the  money  pledged  In  the  campaign  and  tt«at 
probably  less  than  half  of  our  people  are  really 
enlisted  In  giving  thopey.  My  own  Inquiry  in 
churches  of  varying  size  and  conditions  all  over 
our  territory  revials  the  fact  that  an  average  jot 
-0  per  cent  ol  the  church  membership  actually 
does  the  work  of  the  church 

This  condition,  of  course,  Is  not  what  it  should 
be.  Thus  the  question  arises,  what  are  we  going 
to  do  about  itT  It  may  be  set  down  as  a  finality 
that  it  is  neither  possible  nor  desirable  to  endeav¬ 
or  to  use  outside  forces  to  enlist  the  membership 
of  a  church.  Development  la  a  growth,  and 
growth  comes  from  within  as  a  result  of  activity. 

The  teacher  of  a  Sunday  school  class  has  tb*> 
opportunity,  second  to  none,  of  leading  In  this  de¬ 
velopment.  There  ire  at  least  three  things  a 
teacher  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  become  re¬ 
sponsible  for  in  connection  with  the  leadership 
of  the  class,  1.  e.,  to  Inspire,  to  develop,  to  teach 
A  vlslonless  teacher  means  Inevitably  a  vlslonless 
class;  and  notwithstanding  a  class  organization 
with  capable  officers,  the  teacher  remains  t)ie 
most  important  member  of  the  class. 

The  Sunday  School  Hoard,  In  co-operation  with 
the  State  Sunday  sc  hool  organizations,  Is  asking 
that  the  month  of  October  be  used  In  a  special 
effort  to  enlist  a  large  number  of  unenllsted 
Baptists.  The  plan  la  to  use  the  first  week  In 
October  (Sunday  the  first  to  Sunday  eighth)  as 
a  study  course  week  for  all  Young  People’s  apd 
Adult  classes. 

The  study  course  will  bring  to  the  attention  of 
the  class  members  the  most  approved  plans  (or 
the  Increasing  of  Haas  efficiency,  also  methods 
for  enlisting  those  church  members  who  are 
apathetic  or  apparently  uninterested. 

Two  options  will  be  offered  by  the  Board  tor 
this  study  course  week.  First,  the  use  of  a  text¬ 
book,  “Building  the  Bible  Clas8,”  which  contem¬ 
plates  setting  aside  each  evening  during  the  week 
from  Monday  through  Friday  and  take  up  the 
actual  study  of  the  book  under  a  leader.  We 
ought  to  have  hundreds  of  classes  so  engaged. 

Second,  there  will  be  prepared  special  Uteratqre 
In  tract  or  booklet  form  for  Individual  study  lead¬ 
ing  up  t0  a  closing  rally  on  Friday  night  of  that 
week. 

Following  this  study  course  week  we  are  sug¬ 
gesting  three  weeks  remaining  in  October  (or 
personal  work  In  enlisting  the  unenllsted.  When 
I  say  enlisting,  I  do  not  mean  collecting  five  dol¬ 
lars,  or  any  amount,  but  I  mean  an  earnest  effort 
to  enlist  a  church  member  for  the  first  time  in 
some  form  of  ACTUAL  SERVICE.  We  halve 
taught  the  doctrine  of  tithing,  and  I  believe  tin

This  whole  plan  Is  jdoomed  to  failure  unl«s 
the  teachers  lead  ill  It.

It  glosses  over  every  kind 
of  Iniquity  and  furnishes  a  thousand 
excuses  for  evil  doing  This  mistake 
of  Modernism  has  done  more  to  bring 
about  the  present  moral  degeneracy 
than  all  other  Influences  brought  to¬ 
gether.
